So far, Sen. Robert S. Kerr, D- 


Okla., floor manager for the lax 
revision bill, has been able to 
beat off all amendments which he 
opposed. 


However, battles remained to 


be fought on tightening the ex- 
pense account section, on knock- 
ing put a provision which makes 
lobbying expenses deductible, and 
on efforts lo increase laxes on 
foreign 
earnings 
on American 


corporations. 


Senators also had amendments 


pending on such diverse subjects 
as a reduction in the oil mid gas 
depletion allowance, reduction of 
top bracket income lax rales, re- 
peal of the 4 per cent credit al- 
lowed on slock dividend ineomef 
allowance- of a $600 deduction for 
college expenses of a child, and 
allowance of a tax credit for po- 
litical contributions.

United Stales because the sale of 
surplus tin from American emer- 
gency stockpiles "is endangering 
the Bolivian economy." 


Foreign Minister Jose Fellman 


Belarcle said no new date had 
been set for a visit to the United 
States. Paz Estenssoro had been 
scheduled to come hki^ late this 
month. 


The note to the OAS said Bolivia 


"hopes that her empty seat will 
remind sister nations of the con- 
linenl that she continues to await 
a just solution ofl the matter of 
the Lauca River." 


The OAS, after length discussion 


of the matter, adopted a resolu- 
tion on May 24 calling for peace- 
ful setllemenl of the dispute. 


The matter arose when Chile 


began diverting water from the 
Lauca for an irrigation project. 
(The river originates in Chile and 
flows across the border into Bo- 
livia, ending in Coipaza Lake.

Ben Bella's

ALGIERS (AP) — Ahmed Ben 


Bella's army brushed aside token 
rebel resistance and rolled on to- 
ward Algiers today, guerrilla de- 
fenders concentrated^ their out- 
manned, out-guned forces in the 
suburbs, vowing to hold the cap- 
ital. 


Advance elements 'jfof Ben Bel- 


la's 30,000 regulars were reporte4 
in the Medea area. 55 miles south 
of Algiers. Another column by- 
passed Orleansville and was re- 
ported less than 100 miles south- 
west of the city on the Oran-Al 
giers highway. 


Some retreating guerrillas blew 


up-bridges and.barricaded.moun- 
tain passes in an attempt to slow 
the Ben Bella thrust.

4,000." The Iranian Red Cross 
said the dead might total 10,000 
and that the number of injured 
were "beyond counting."

aid shipments for

transport. U.S. forces in Germany 
mounted an airlift to transport 
10,000 blankets, 1,000 tents and a 
100-bed hospital unit. 


Thousands of soldiers and vol- 


unteers dug the bodies in the 
wreckage of mud huts scattered, 
over 23,000 square miles of north- 
west 
Iran. 
Trains, 
buses 
and 


trucks took the injured to over- 
flowing district hospitals and to 
Tehran. 


The three savage quakes hit 


hardest 
in the oasds village of 


Dan-Isfohan, home of 4,200 per- 
sons 150 miles northwest of Teh- 
ran. Only 700 persons were .left 
alive.

Today my 8 year old son started another round ol schooling.

What do you think was on his mind? "See'you.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP)— Har- 


ried scientists, temporarily sty- 
mied in plans to point Venus space 
craft Mariner 2 nearer its desti- 
nation, tried today to determine 
whether its antenna is aimed at 
the earth or moon. 


They1 had hoped it had a lock 


on the earth. 


The delicate mid-course correc- 


tion of the 447-pound craft's route 
can still be! madcj 
(| the] scientists' 


said, but will lake a while longer. 


Project officials were just about 


to fire a small rocket motor on 
the flying space laboratory point 
ing it nearer its destination Mon- 
day when the question popped up. 


They postponed the critical ra- 


dio message lo Mariner 2 order- 
ing the adjustment for at feast 24 
hours. 


Before that, the Jet Propulsion 


Laboratory here—designer of the 
craft and its caretaker during 
flight—had announced the yard- 
wide antenna was properly aimed 
at earth. 


Data radioed back from the 


craft as it plunged away from 
earth at more than 6,000 miles 
per hour indicated the antenna 
had swung out as ordered to its 
planned position Sunday. 


The directional change of Mar- 


iner 2 is designed to bring it with- 
in 10,000 miles of the mystery 
planet next December. 
Without 


the maneuver, it will miss by 
more than 200,000 miles. 


The special antenna, wilh 


range of 64 million miles, is need 
ied to pick up Ihe direction-Chang 
| ing signal' from earth. 


The scientists say they can eith 


er try to point it again at eartl 
or leave it possibly locked on th 
moon. 


"However, in order to execut* 


the mid-course maneuver will 
greater assurance of success,' 
statement from Ihe propulsion lab 
said, "it is necessary to know 
whether1 it is the moon on earth 
the sensor is looking at."
